THE COUP DETAT AT SEOUL. 


Shanghai, Ostober 14. 

The oews of the coup d'état exeonted at 
Seool by tho Taiwonkun was given in our 
columns on Wednesday morning Jaat, and 
this morning we give, in a letter from our 
cusrespondent at Kobe, some details of the 
most recent revolution in Korea, Tho 
Queen, who sbarea with her father-in law 
tle Taiwonkon the repulation of being the 
ablest statesmen in Kozea, is, with her egre- 
gious family:the Mina, the great obatacle 
to progress and reform in the country, and it 
is evidenUy against her and her family that 
the most recent, revolution is direoted, ‘The 
King bas been a tool inher hands; but tha 
King's futher, the Taivonkun, though somo 
seventy-five years old, ia aman of every 
and deision, and he is, beyond question, 
the most popular leader in the kingdora. 
The Queen haa been revtoring her own rola. 
fionsto the Cabinet, and their power wae 
returning to the Mins; the Japanese ware 
giving up the struggle in disgust, and it ap 
peared that the country must inevithbly fall 
into tha geaspof Russie, Count Inouye had 
failed entirely to oarry hia reforms. Lt.- 
General Miura was sent to unravel the 
threads which Count (oouye bad left ino 
hopelows tangle. Whatever his instruotlona 
were, he refused to dixclose them, or his own 
views of what should bedone. Apparently, 
he haa seen the value cf co-operating with 
the ablest Korean statesman, the Taiwon. 
kun, for it would oppiar from the news 
published this morning that the two were 
acting together in the recent coup, Asthe 
Tuiwonkuts was entering the palace with his 
force, General Miuru came up at the head of 
a Japanese force and the, two entered the 
palace almost simultaneously, The Qucon 
disappeared ; ove reparteven hints that she 
has been killed; bnt she has been killed 
before in revolutioné at Seoul, and she has, 
no doubt, been quietly waiting io her acous- 
tomed refuge for the next turo of tha wheel. 
The sudden order thst waa received here on 
Saturdny night for B.M.8, Ldgar to proceed 
with all despatch to Chemulpo and be pre- 
pared to land a guard of marines shows that 
all is not yet quiet at Seoul. The Queen 
hes perhaps been able to rally her adberente, 
and there is very likely fighting at the 
capital ; but theso who have the interest of 
the progress and independence of Koren at 
beart will fervently hope that the outoome 
of this presont revolution will be the effeo- 
tual ourbiog of the power of the Queen and 
her family. Usdoubtedly the man who was 
most successtul ia keeping order in Kurea 
was the late Chineso resident Yuan, aod it 
ie quile possible that evea the Japanese are 
now regretting tbat they ever made up their 
minds to displace him.—N,-C. Daily News.
